Questioned regarding the fis- 
cal 1961 budget, Ikeda said that 
the Government planned to ap- 
propriate more funds for social 
security than in the current fis- 
cal year to fulfill its election 


The 1959 contained 
¥20,000 million more than the 
1958 budget and the 1960 bud- 
get includes 730,000 million 
more than the 1959 budget. 
Increased social security meas- 
ures caused the hikes in both 
years. 

Asked how the Government 
will obtain additional sources of 
revenue, Ikeda explained that 
a natural tax revenue increase 
of more than ¥300,000 million is 
expected in fiscal 1961. 

In view of bright prospects 
on securing of income sources, 
Ikeda said he hoped to increase 
drastically appropriations for 
social security in the next fiscal 
year, 

The Government is also pre- 
paring a five-year road improve- 
ment program beginning in fis- 
cal 1961, Ikeda said.

It was sent to American Am- 
bassador G. Winthrop Brown, 
notifying him that Boun Oum 
is establishing his Government 
in Vieutiane and that it is 
charged with the responsibility 
for governmental powers and 
for insuring the safety of the 
citizens of Laos.

Japan-Soviet Pact 
Ready for Signing 


A new Japan-Soviet trade pro- 
gram for 1961 amounting to $85 
million in Japan's exports and 
$75 million in its imports is 
scheduled to be signed in Mos- 
cow at 5 p.m. JST Dec. 21. 

Trade negotiations which be- 
gan in the Soviet capital Nov. 
12, have reached agreement on 
the scale of the Japan-Soviet 
trade for 1961, according to an 
Official report received by the 
Foreign Office yesterday. 

The trade plan will be signed 
by the chief Japanese and So- 
viet negotiators—Minister Kuni. 
yoshi Negishi and Viktor B. 
Spandarjyn, chief of the Soviet 
Trade Ministry's Middle and 
Near East and Asian Bureau. 

The agreed figures of exports 
and imports are more than the 
originally set targets of $80 mil- 
lion for Japan's exports and $68 
million for its imports for 1961, 
the second year of the ‘three- 


year Japan-Soviet trade agree- 
ment.

soldiers from Asmara to Addis 
Ababa, where the revolt ap- 
parently flared. 

The Ethiopian Embassy in 
London said it had no details 
of Haile Selassie’s arrival in the 
capital—whether he went in 
by plane, whether he arrived 
by road, or whether he met op- 
position by rebel forces. 


Last Rebels Surrender 

ASMARA, Ethiopia (Kyodo 
Reuter)—Troops loyal to Em- 
Selassie have

the rebels opposing him into 
surrender, according to latest 
official reports from Addis 
Ababa, the capital, 

The Imperial Palace was the 
last rebel stronghold to fall to 
the loyal Army and Air Force.

AmbBaric Saturday that Crown 
Prince Asta Wossen hed been 
“released by the revolutionary 
command” and was now safe in 
Addis Ababa. 

The Crown Prince 44-year-old 
son of Haile Selassie, had been 
reported as leader of the coup 
against the Emperor. But his 
father said Friday night he did 
not believe his son could have 
“indulged in such an affair.” 

“I have no doubt that his 
name was only used by the re- 
bels,“ he said in Asmara. 

The Emperor's cousin, Ras 
Imru, former ambassador to In- 
dia and Russia, has been ar- 
rested, the reports said. He 
had been named by the rebels 
as Prime Minister.

NEW YORK (AP)—Two ar- 
liners, one a jet, collided in the 
air Friday and plunged down 
into New York City. There 
were 136 persons killed in the

Not since the Wright Brothers

Of 128 persons aboard the two 
planes, the sole survivor was 
one small boy. 

The Des jet plunged into a 
crowded Brooklyn mneighbor- 
hood, kill a street cleaner at 
work and eight other persons. A 
block-wide area was scourged 
with fiery death and destruction. 


The other plane, a Super-Con- 
stellation, four-engined, propel 
ler-driven craft, apparently ex- 
ploded and came down in flam- 
ing piéces on Staten Island, 
across the narrow neck of New 
York Harbor. It landed in an 
open field, sparing further tra- 

Until now, the worst air trage- 
Aa history was the death of 
129 servicemen in the June 18, 
1953, crash near Tokyo of an 
American Air Force transport. 

The awesome tragedy, occtrr- 
ing over a tan area, 
pointed up the growing peril of 
overcrowded airways above the 
nation’s larger cities. 

Police fixed the collision spot 
above The Narrows, the heavily 
traveled steamship lane between 
Brooklyn and Staten Island. 


Authorities said the jet's last 
reported position was 5,000 feet 
over Preston, N.J., while the 
other plane was cleared over 
Linden, N.J., to drop down from 
6,000 to 5,000 feet.

The propeller- driven TWA 
plane, with 45 persons aboard 
came down on Staten Island 
after exploding in the air after 
the collision, according to um- 
nesses. 

United’s was the first passen- 
ger carrying jet to crash in’

cial aviation two years ago. 

The jet was United's Flight 
826 which left Chicago at 8:11 
a.m. It was bound for Idlewild 
on the south shore of Long Is- 
land, due there at 10:45 a.m. 
with 76 passengers and a crew 
of seven. 


It came down in a crowded 
Brooklyn area of shops and ap- 
artments, setting 10 buildings

—ironically named Pillar of 
Fire.”

NEW YORK (AP)—Brooklyn 
never looked more drab. The 
tenements, the brownstones, the 
faded red brick fronts merged 
in a gray-white blur.

Tokyo's road area is said to 
be about 9 per cent of the total 
city area, e fact is, however, 
a considerable part of the road 
area is taken up as repository 
space.

Chairman Suehiro Nishio ot 
the Democratic Socialist Party 
yesterday expressed deep regret 
over the death of Chozaburo 
|Mizutani, head of his party's 
| Diet Caucus Group. 


Mizutani died of a heart ail 
ment at the Kyoto University 
Hospital in Kyoto at 1:29 a.m. 
yesterday. He was 63. 

Funeral services will be held 
at the Aoyama Funeral Hall in 
Tokyo at 1 p.m. Friday, under 
the sponsorship of the Demo- 
cratic Socialist Party. 


Nishio said Mizutani had been 
one of his most trusted lieuten- 
ants and that with long experi- 
ence and knowledge behind him 
he had ‘aken a leading role in 
the Democratic Socialist Party. 

The Democratic Socialist 
chairman said he particularly 
regretted the loss of Mizutan) 
since his death had come at a 
time when his party was suffer- 
ing from adverse circumstances 
as a result of its defeat In the 
Nov. 20 general election. 

Mizutani had been active in 
the Socialist movement for over 
40 years. 


He joined the defunct Labor- 
Farmer Party in 1926 and was 
returned to the Lower House in 
the first public election held in 
1928. He has been elected to the 
Diet 12 times since then from 
the first electoral district in 
Kyoto. 

After the war, he participated 
in the formation of the Socialist 
Party in 1945 and joined the 80.

Turnier has been around race 
tracks for most of his 48 years 
and worked with Dr. J. G. Cat- 
lett, veterinarian and racing 
steward, when Hialeah Park in- 
augurated saliva tests for race 
horses in 1982. Horse identifica- 
tions began there in 1936. 

At first Turnier and Dr. Cat- 
lett tried a machine that produc- 
ed a sort of shotgun effect but 
found it impractical.

To Quit Pact 
On Whaling 


OSLO (Kyodo-Reuter) — The 
Norwegian Government was 
authorized Saturday by the 
Storting (parliament) to re 
nounce Norway's membership 
in the International Whaling 
Convention before the end of 
this year. 

The question was raised by 
Prof. Erling Pettersen (Conser- 
vative), a member of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee, who 
said the situation had become 
acute. He pointed out that the 
Norwegian Whaling Council— 
with representatives of both 
the whaling companies and the 
seamen'’s union 
had urged the Government to 
renounce Norway's conditional 
membership in the convention. 


Norway withdrew in 1958, but 
rejoined the convention in 
September this year in order 
not to prejudice talks on a new 
distribution of whaling — 
and international inspection of 
the catches. At the same time, 
Norway put forward three con- 
ditions but none of them has 
been fulfilled. Professor Peter- 
sen said unless notice of ter- 
mination is given before the 
end of this Norway would 
be bound any regulations 
adopted by the members of the 
convention for the next season. 

Prime Minister Einar Ger- 
hardsen said he drew the con- 
clusion from what Petersen 
and other members of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee had 
stated that the Government was 
now free to renounce Norway's 
membership in the convention.

The present army of the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany, the 
“Bundeswehr,” is not yet com- 
plete. It is in construction and 
will have reached its planned 
top capacity in about two years.

naturally did not fight in World 
War II. They are fine men

Citizens in Uniform 
They seem to know

And now, when you come to 
West Germany and pay a visit 
to a garrison in the Rhineland 
or somewhere else, you see no 
difference between the American 
Gis, the British Tommies and 
the young German soldiers. 
Really, you might say that they 
all are members of the same 
army, except for their slightly 
different uniforms. Americans. 
British and Germans take part 
in the same maneuvers and 
their comradeship is excellent. 

Wants Good Weapons 

Of course, the Germany arm 
does not want to be a second- 
class army, with only traditional, 
inferior weapons. It does not 
want to be excluded from 
atomic armament. No soldier in 
the world will be a good soldier 
knowing that his weapons are 
insufficient and that defeat, con- 
sequently, will be unavoidable. 
The German soldier, naturally, 
wants to have the same weap- 
ons as his American or British 
comrades Who are fighting on 
the same side and with the same 
zeal for defending liberty and 
reedom. 


f 

When you give a good weap- 
on to a good and reliable sol- 
dier, he will be a really good 
fighter, but when you give him 
only second-class weapons you 
certainly cannot expect bravery 
from him. West Germany is 
a direct neighbor to the Com- 
munist world. Right through 
her national territory the Rus- 
sians have cut the Iron Cur- 
tain, dividing the country into 
two parts, one free, the other 
in slavery. 

The West German Army, con- 
sequently, is in the most dan- 
gerous strategic situation, far 
more dangerous than the Ameri- 
can or British armies. It would 


be a grave error to weaken the 
German military standing by 
limiting German armament to 
such weapons as were used in 
World War II. The Soviets 
certainly do not respect ma- 
chineguns or carbines when 
their own arsenals contain thou- 
sands of A-bombs and other 
ultra-modern weapons of every 
sort which may extinguish not 
only the German army, but all 
Europe within one or two days. 


New Type of Officer 


Defense Minister Strauss him- 
self is no soldier. He is a 
citizen par excellence and he 
has a very sharp eye on every 
general who may not yet have 
learned his lesson. Gen. 
Heusinger, inspector general of 
the army, prefers a brown suit 
to his uniform and loves the 
company of journalists in the 
National Press Club. You see 
him sitting on the sofa, smiling 
at the jokes of the press men 
and always trying to win their 
favor. He is not in the least 
to be compared with some gen- 
erals of the Nazi period who 


always swaggered, drank much, *. 


laughed roaringly and sneered 
at other nations in a disgusting 
way. ; 
This Heusinger is the real 
type of the new German officer; 
jet, modest, but always on 
alert and tough when he 

is doing his job. These officers 
respect the superiority of the 
parliament and executive. They 
do not represent a “state with- 
in the state.” They do not love 
their uniform, as their fore- 
fathers did in many ways, but 
they wear it as a symbol of 
necessity. They are not aggres- 
sors and no tofa “war 
of revenge” is in their head. 
In one word, this “Bundeswehr” 
is a completely new type of 
German army, reliable, demo- 
cratic and strong. But you 
must give it the right weapons.

WASHINGTON—It was first 
reported, then denied, that the 
Eisenhower Administration had 
intervened with the F Mo- 
tor Co. not to send e 363 
million precious dollars abroad 
to acquire further stock in 
Ford's British subsidiary.

No less than Secretary of the 
Treasury Robert Anderson him- 
self picked up the telephone 
and called no less than Henry 
Ford II himself. He told the 
auto heir that he was calling 
about Ford’s plan to buy up 
the minority interests in its 
British subsidiary. He said 
this came at a very bad time, 
just as he was to 
vent the drain of dol 
abroad and just as thousands of 
servicemen are being separated 
from their families in order to 
stem the flow of gold overseas. 

The soft-spoken Treasury Se- 
cretary explained that he had 
no authority to interfere but 
wanted to be sure Ford under- 
stood the impact his proposed 
stock purchases would have. 
Anderson pointed out that the 
international dollar deficit might 
reach an a 000 mil- 
lion before the end of 
fiscal year.
